< >niy ten bodies have been taken out so 
far instead of 37, as previously reported, 
but it is believed th a t all of the 40 th at 
are still in the m ine w ill never be leu id 
alive. 
The explosion happened as the 
men were going into the m ine in groups, 
and in couples in some instances, anti 
they w ere stru n g along in this m anner 
for over a m ile, so that the work of res­ 
cue will require a long lim e. There were 
more men near the entrance who es­ 
caped than w ere lost. 
The Red Ash m ine is a large drift. 
and the explosion occurred near the en­ 
trance, w hich was thus closed by the 
falling slate, entom bing a large num ber 
of miners. 
The scene of the disaster is between 
this place and Thurm ond, on the south 
branch of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail­ 
way, and every assistance possible was 
rendered b y the railw ay com pany and 
by the adjoining m ining towns. 
Relief 
parties from great distances arrived as 
soon as possible. 
State M ine Inspector 
Pinckney, w ith a corps of experts and 
m any w orkm en, has been on the ground, 
rendering all assistance possible and de­ 
voting his atten tio n more tow ard relief 
than to an official investigation as to the 
cause of the disaster. 
J. Fred F linger, of Staunton, V a., 
the principal ow ner of the m ines, spared 
no effort in the w ork of rescue and re­ 
lief, and his m anager, Ferdinand How­ 
ell, had all th e m en available at w ork in 
trying to clear aw ay the debris and res­ 
cue the entom bed nieu. 
The m anagers 
and bosses of all th e m ines in this dis­ 
trict cam e to the scene as soon as possi­ 
ble aud joined in th e w ork of rescue. I t 
is impossible to describe th e am ount of 
work done by th is concentrated array of 
m en, but they w ere greatly impeded be­ 
cause of th e ex ten t of th e enormous 
blockade a t the entrance to the drift, 
The large heavy side tires of the en­ 
trance w ere blow n out to some distance, 
together w ith a lot of heavy timbers. 
Even m ules w ere blow n out some dis­ 
tance. 
The force of such an explosion caused 
an im m ediate falling of the slate and 
other debris, so th a t the entrance was 
Hik'd up for a g reat distance and the 
difficulties in digging through it caused 
delay in the w ork of rescue. 
As m any 
men as could w ork at one tim e were 
digging aw ay w ith all th eir m ight and 
were relieved iii short relays by other 
m en so as to expedite the work of res­ 
cuing as m any as,possible. 
At the first successful strike of the 
w orkers IO 
bodies 
w ere 
recovered. 
Seven of thorn w ere already dead aud 
the other three w en; dying. 
As the 
m iners w ere located a t different places 
in the drift, aud th e explosion caused 
the fulling slate to blockade the rooms 
in different parts of the m ine, the w ork 
of rescue m et w ith one groat obstruc­ 
tion after another.

The explosion happened as the 
men were going into the mine in groups, 
and in couples in some instances, 
they were strung along iii this manner 
for over a mile, so that the work of res­ 
cue will require a long lime. There were 
more men near the entrance who es­ 
caped than were lost. 
The Red Ash mine is a large drift, 
and the explosion occurred near the en­ 
trance, which was thu9 closed by the 
falling slate, entombing a large number 
of miners. 
The scene of the disaster is between 
this place and Thurmond, on the south 
branch of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail 
way, and every assistance possible was 
rendered by the railway company and 
by the adjoining m ining towns. 
Relief 
parties from great distances arrived as 
soon as possible. 
State Mine Inspector 
Pinckney, w ith a corps of experts and 
many workm en, has been on the ground, 
rendering all assistance possible and de 
voting his attention more toward relief 
than to an official investigation as to the 
cause of the disaster. 
J. Fred F lin g er, of Staunton, Va., 
the principal owner of the mines, spared 
no effort in the work of rescue and re­ 
lief, and his m anager, Ferdinand How­ 
ell, had all the men available at work in 
trying to clear away the debris and res­ 
cue the entombed men. 
The m anagers 
and bosses of all the m ines in this dis­ 
trict came to the scene as soon as po s a ­ 
ble aud joined in the work of rescue. It 
is impossible to describe the amount of 
work done by this concentrated arm y of 
Hum, but they were greatly impeded be­ 
cause of the extent of the enormous 
blockade at the entrance to the drift, 
The large heavy side tires of the en­ 
trance were blown out to some distance, 
together w ith a lot of heavy timbers. 
Even mules were blown out some dis­ 
tance. 
. 
The force of such an explosion caused 
Bn immediate falling of the slate and 
other debris, so th at the entrance was 
filled up for a great distance and the 
difficulties in digging through it caused 
delay in the work of rescue. 
As many 
men as could work at one time were 
digging away w itn all their might and 
were relieved in short relays by other 
men so as to expedite the work of res­ 
cuing as m any as*possible. 
At the first successful strike of the 
workers IO 
bodies 
were 
recovered. 
Seven of them were already dead and 
the other three were dying. 
As the 
miners were located a t different places 
in the drift, aud the explosion caused 
the falling slate to blockade the rooms 
In different parts of the mine, the work 
of rescue m et w ith one great obstruc­ 
tion after another. 
At the m o n th of the 
mine the scene was beyond description, 
the wives and children and the n e ig h ­ 
b o rs of those who were known to be eu- 
toinned were there in full force, and 
their anxiety anti distress were most in­ 
tel,* .

(Or.) callet! up in the senate the resolu­ 
tion on the seating of former Senator 
Quay, and addressed the senate in an­ 
swer to the speech of Mr. Carter deliv­ 
ered the day before, in the course of 
which the Montana senator adverted to 
the reasons which induced him to vote 
against Mr. Corbett, who was an ap- 
appointee of the governor of Oregon. 
He said Mr. Carter had made the dis­ 
tinct charge that Mr. Corbett had cor­ 
rupted the legislature and defeated the de 
sire of the people of Oregon 
He could 
not, he said permit this “unjust and un 
true charge to go unchallenged 
A> a 
member of the Oregon legislature at that 
time he declared that Mr Corbett was in 
r.c way responsible for the failure of the 
leg.SiBture to elect a senator or for the failure 
of the house to organize. The failure of the 
Oregon house to organize, he said, was due to 
former Senator Mitchell, and to him alone, and 
he denn-d the imputation of corruption on the 
part of Mr Corbett. Mr Simon then directed 
attention to the fact that Mr Quay, as a mem 
ber of the senate, was paired against Mr. Cor­ 
bett and said on principles of Justice Mr. Quay 
should be estopped by his paired vote against 
Mr Corbett 
Mr. Carter replied to Mr 8tmon a statement 
He had not spoken with a view to making a per 
•Ona; assault upon Mr Corbett. 
“I assigned a9 a reason for voting against 
Mr OorVtt the belief I entertained then and 
which I still entertain, that the proceedin'- in 
the organization of the legislature was a revo­ 
lutionary proceeding, to which Mr Corbett 
was a party." 
Mr. Carter then had read a letter discussing 
the situation from George 0. Browned chair 
man of the Joint assembly of the state of Ore­ 
gon. He followed this letter with the assertion 
that Mr Corbett and the governor of the stat* 
were in the combination not only to defeat 
Mitchell, but to elect Corbett. The latter** 
entire effort he saki, was to prevent the organ 
izatiou of the legislature in order that he 
might secure the appointment. 
lr. reply, Mr. Simon said he was induced to 
believe that Mr. Carter’s statement w-re some 
wha* warped and exaggerated uy the peculiar 
atmosphere of Montana politics, to which, if 
what 
id been heard about the rf^ ta! during 
the past few weeks approximated *he truth, it 
was the general practice to use money in big 
figures. “In fact,” said he, “it has been said 
that one gentleman in Montana the candidate 
for an honorable office, had separated himself 
from about $800,000." 
He did not attempt to assert the truth of the 
case, but he felt that Mr. Carter might have ob­ 
tained hie Ideas about the con upt use of money 
nearer home than was the state of Oregon.

F i r e C r e e k , W . Va., March 7.— The 
first reports of the explosion at Red Ash 
mine were greatly exaggerated. 
The 
bitest reports since are that there were 
only 50 miners entom bed instead of 125. 
Only ten bodies have been taken out so 
far instead of 37, as previously reported, 
but it is believed th at all of the 40 that 
are still in the m ine will never be feu id 
alive. 
The explosion happened us the 
men were going into the mine in groups, 
ami in couples in some instances, and 
they were strung .dong in this manner 
for over a mile, so that the work of res­ 
cue will require a longtim e. There were 
tuore men near the entrance who es­ 
caped than were lost. 
The Red Ash mine is a large drift, 
and the explosion occurred near the en- 
fnuice, which was thus closed by the 
falling slate, entombing a large number 
of miuers. 
The scene of the disaster is between 
this place and Thurmond, on the south 
brunch of the Chesapeake and Ohio rail­ 
way, and every assistance possible was 
rendered by the railway company and 
by the adjoining mining towns. 
Relief 
parties from great distances arrived as 
soon as possible. 
State Mine Inspector 
Pinckney, with a corps of experts and 
many workmen, has been on the ground, 
rendering all assistance possible and de­ 
voting his attention more toward relief 
than to an official investigation as to the 
cause of the disaster. 
J. Fred 1 linger, of Staunton, Va., 
the principal owner of the mines, spared 
no effort in the work of rescue and re­ 
lief, and his manager, Ferdinand How­ 
ell, had all the men available at work in 
trying to clear away the debris and res­ 
cue the entombed men. 
The managers 
and bosses of all the miiies in this dis­ 
trict came to the scene as soon as jxissi- 
ble and joined iu the work of rescue. It 
is impossible to describe the amount of 
work done by this concentrated urmy of 
men, but they were greatly impeded be­ 
cause of the extent of the enormous 
blockade at the entrance to the drift, 
The large heavy side tires of the en­ 
trance were blown out to some distance, 
together with a lot of heavy timbers. 
Even mules were blown out some dis­ 
tance. 
The force of such an explosion caused 
an immediate falling of the slate and 
other debris, ho that the entrauce was 
filled up for a great distance and the 
difficulties in digging through it caused 
delay in the work of rescue. 
As many 
men as could work at one time were 
digging away witli all their might and 
Were relieved in short relays by other 
men so as to expedite the work of res- 
cuing as many as.} >o.ssii)le. 
At the first successful strike of the 
workers 10 
bodies 
were 
recovered. 
Beven of them were already dead and 
the other three were dying. 
As the 
miners were located ut different places 
in the drift, and the explosion caused 
the fulling slate to blockade the rooms 
in different parts of the mine, the work 
of rescue met with one great obstruc­ 
tion after another. 
At the m o n t h of the 
mine the scene was beyond description, 
the wives and children and the neigh­ 
bors of those who were known to be eu- 
tomtxKl were there m full force, and 
their anxiety and distress were most in- 
tens

rile mine is one of the largest in West

Air was forced 
into the mine by engines on the surface, 
which were kept working after the ex­ 
plosion, but it was found that air could 
be pumped into the drift for only a short 
distance, as the coal, stone and earth 
shut off all possibility of reaching the 
interior. 
1 he pumps and all other ma­ 
chinery in the mine were demolished, so 
that everything had to be done through 
temporary arrangements on the surface. 
After the men got under headway in 
ihe work of rescue,they reached the first 
party iu less than an hour, but they 
met greater difficulties after that time 
It was then that telegrams were sent to 
Montgomery, 
Charleston 
and 
other 
ilaoes for physicians, nurses and cas- 
cet-s, but during the greater part of the 
day there was use only for the caskets 
The estimates on the number in tin 
mines w'u-n rhe explosion occurred are 
l ased on the number who entered at a 1 
o’clock. 
The manager stated that by 8 
o'clock or 8:30 a. m. there would havt 
been twice as many men in me mines. 
Tiie population of this m ining village 
is only 50 0 . 
All are miners, and file 
calamity will reach alm ost every little 
li mit iu the town.
